Indianapolis, Feb. 8 
(JP)—The 
hou se of the Indiana legislatu re 
today began fu mbling with the 
pu blic pu rse in an effort to de­ 
termine ju st how mu ch v ariou s 
state departm ents and institu ­ 
tions may spend du ring the nex t 
two y ears. 
The 
biennial 
appropriation 
bill, pu t into form by the state 
bu dget committee, was present­ 
ed to the hou se and sent to the 
way s and means committee. 
The bill prov ides for the ex ­ 
penditu re in the fiscal y ears of 
1933-34 and 1934-35 of $45 ,27 1,- 
166. The appropriations for the 
bienniu m tha t ends nex t Sep­ 
tember totalled $64,143,695 . These 
su ms inclu de all money deriv ed 
from license fees as well as frorrf 
property tax es.. 
The appropriation bill was one 
of twenty -three new bills pre­ 
sented in the hou se. Another 
im portant measu re proposed a 
simplified sy stem of cou nty and 
township gov ernment. It wou ld 
eliminate a nu mber of officials, 
sponsors of the measu re said. 
T h e senate 
passed 
in 
an 
amended form a joint resolu tion 
calling for su bmission to the v ot­ 
ers of the state a constitu tional 
am endment which wou ld permit 
the broadening of the tax base. 
The hou se passed the resolu ­ 
tion in a form that called for 
su bmission again to the elector­ 
ate 
of an amendment which 
wou ld permit the legislatu re to 
enact an income tax law. The 
senate broadened the resolu tion 
to inclu de all forms of tax ation. 
The hou se m u st concu r in the 
amended resolu tion before it can 
be su bmitted to the people. 
The senate receiv ed eighteen 
new bills. Among them was an 
adm inistration sponsored m eas­ 
u re to create the post of state 
pu rchasing agent. 
The sev en Repu blican senators 
presented a bill prov iding for a 
general redu ction in the salaries 
of all state officials. They esti­ 
m ated that it wou ld cu t salaries 
abou t 25 per cent and effect an 
annu al sav ings of from $8 ,000,000 
to $10,000,000.
